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REMARKS

By the foregoing amendment, claims 23, 24, and 37 have been canceled 
without prejudice or disclaimer to the subject matter recited therein. Applicants 
reserve the right to file one or more continuation and/or divisional applications 
directed to any of the canceled subject matter. No new matter has been added. 

The Examiner has rejected claims 23, 24, and 37 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
allegedly being anticipated by Reszka et al. (WO 99/67809).
